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Dayton, O , March 27.— That a fierce 
fire which appeared to be sweeping 
through the halt submerged business 
district of Dayton had destroyed the 
Beckel House, where there were sup­ 
posed to be more than 200 flood refu­ 
gees, was the concensus of opinion of 
scores of watchers atop the National 
C ash 
R egister building 
nearly 
two 
m iles from the scene of the flames. 
Investigation 
of the fire at close 
range was an utter impossibility. More 
than a mile of flood water intervened 
between the point 
where stanchest 
boats dared to venture and the area 
of 
the flames. 
Tracked 
by aid 
of 
m a p s it 
appeared 
that the 
Deckel 
H ouse was destroyed. 
Whether the scores of refugees sup­ 
posed to have been there tried to es­ 
cape was only a m atter of conjecture. 
R esidents of Dayton watching the 
course of the flames from across the 
wide stretch of flood w aters believed 
the fire got its new start in the store 
of the Patterson Tool and Supply com­ 
pany on Third street, ju st east of J e f ­ 
ferson, whence it ate its way west, ap­ 
parently aided by escaping gas and 
exploding chem icals in two wholesale 
drug establishm ents.

The flames cast a red, weird glow

hourly. Volunteers were called to man 
boats that will brave the dangerous 
currents in an attem pt to get food to 
the suffering.

A report that a dam above Dayton 
threatened 
to 
break added 
to 
the 
city’s terror. 
If the dam breaks it 
will pour in a flood that will hold up 
rescue work for days. 
A m essage from Governor Cox de­ 
clared, “ General Ohio national guard 
ordered to hold them selves in instant 
readiness to proceed to Dayton as 
soon a s it becomes possible for them 
to enter the city.” 
“ I understand 
the im portance of 
having 
the militia 
there,” he tele­ 
graphed. 
The first 
trainload 
of 
provisions 
from Cincinnati, together with a de­ 
tail of policemen to help in the rescue 
work, reached here after being tw’elve 
hours on the road. 
This with two 
cars from 
Springfield 
relieved 
the 
im m ediate suffering. 
Word also was 
received ’ that a carload of supplies 
w-as on the way from Detroit. 
A number of refugees brought in 
from Simpson street told stories that 
gave an 
insight 
into conditions in 
E ast Dayton, hitherto unexplored. 
The 
flood 
victims declared 
that 
they knew of no loss of life in this 
section, a condition 
brought 
about 
largely by the fact that a great num­ 
ber of the people had availed them­ 
selves of warnings and fled.

The flood cam e with such sudden­ 
ness that food supplies in homes were 
whisked by the torrent that reached 
to second floors in almost the flush of 
an eye. 
Skiffs skirted the edge of 
the flooded district attem pting to take 
food to those whom it was impossible 
to carry off, hut the fierce current 
discouraginKly retarded this work. 
Dayton was practically out off from 
wire communication until late in the 
ufternoon. 
Then two wires into Cin­ 
cinnati were obtained and operators 
plunged into great piles of telegram s 
from Dayton citizens, alm ost frantic 
)u their desire to assu re relatives and 
triends outside of their safety 
o p e r­ 
ators at opposite ends of the wires 
reported that thousands of telegram s 
w’ere piled up at relay offices.

The governor says that the number of 
dead cannot now he approximated, but 
the loss of property will run into mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Hugh Dougherty, a hanker of In­ 
dianapolis, was made trustee to re­ 
ceive checks or drafts and Adjutant 
General George W. McCoy was direct­ 
ed to receive food and clothing.

GOVERNMENT RUSHES HELP 


S e n d s Food, T e n ts and O ther Sup plie s 
to Flood Area. 
W ashington, March 27.—The princi- 
, pal functions of the government of 
i the United S tates was to extend re- 
j lief to survivors of the Ohio and In­ 
diana floods. 
In quick 
succession every 
agency 
of the government, from the president 
and secretary of war to every bureau 
chief in whose departm ent relief ex­ 
peditions could he organized, moved 
swiftly to a ssist the state authorities 
in providing food, shelter and medical 
attention for the sufferers. 
One million rations, sufficient to feed 
200,000 people for five days at least, 
are being purchased by the war de­ 
partment and hurried to the Ohio and 
Indiana towns. 
Tents to shelter at least 50.000 peo­ 
ple, thousands of blankets, cots, hos­ 
pital and 
field 
supplies, 
are being 
loaded in the Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
St. l^ouis, Chicago, Fort Thom as, Ky., 
and nearby army 
posts and 
within 
twenty-four hours should 
reach 
the 
devastated sections.

W ashington, March 27.—I Special.]— 
It tuny be expected that the Wilson ad­ 
ministration will reverse a number of 
Republican policies, not only the Chi­ 
nese loan, but the guaranteeing of the 
finances of southern republics. 
The 
D em ocrats criticised the policy often 
and refused to adopt the treaties which 
Secretary Knox negotiated with Hon­ 
d u ras and N icaragua lookiayg to the 
financing of those countrlesrthrough a 
New York group of bankers. 
It mny be expected that in due time 
the Wilson adm inistration will try to 
bring about a reversal of the policy 
heretofore pursued in the Philippines. 
Most of the leading Dem ocrats have 
advocated independence for the Philip­ 
pines, and the party platform s have 
been emphatic along that line. 


B r y a n ’s Foreign Policy. 
The fact that William J. Bryan has 
been selected secretary of state ought 
to show that the Democratic platform s 
for many years past will govern the j 
policy of the new adm inistration in re 
gard to our foreign policy. 
Mr Bryan j 
wrote or suggested nearly everything 
in every platform, save that of 1904. 1 
uud even then lie had much to say 
about i t 
In general It may be said 
that the foreign policy will reverse that 
which has grow n up since the Spanish 
w ar so far as possible. 
President Wilson will naturally rely 
on his secretary of state for advice on 
foreign questions. 
The ¡»resident has 
never given much attention to foreign 
matters, and his mind has been direct­ 
ed to those affairs which affect the 
country internally. 
Consequently the 
foreign policy will be largely that fa ­ 
vored by Bryan. 


H ig h S o u n d in g Titles. 
Every time there is a reorganization 
of the senate there are heard the nam es 
of committees with high sounding ti­ 
tles. but which never again come to 
the surface uutil the next reorganiza­ 
tion. 
Here are some of them: Addi­ 
tional accommodations for the library, 
corporations organized in the District 
of Columbia. dlsi»osition of useless p a­ 
pers In the executive^lepartm ents, to 
exam ine the several branches of the 
civil service. Five Civilized Tribes, to in­ 
vestigate trespassers on Indian lands. 
Pacific railroads, private land claims, 
railroads. Revolutionary claims, stan d­ 
ard weights and measures, transporta­ 
tion routes to the seaboard, transpor­ 
tation and sale of meat products, uni­ 
versity of the United States, M ississip­ 
pi river and its tributaries and geolog­ 
ical survey. 
No business is ever transacted by any 
of those com m ittees; no bills are re­ 
ferred to them. 
They do not meet, and 
their chairmen are the older members 
of the minority pnrty. 


W a re Once Important. 
Many years ago some of those com­ 
mittees were very im portant 
Senator 
Wlndom of Minnesota once rnude tran s­ 
portation routes to the seaboard the 
most Important committee of the sen­ 
ate and instituted legislation which re­ 
sulted in the Interstate commerce law. 
The railroads committee w as very im ­ 
portant at one time until Senator Cul- 
U>m made an investigation of Interstate 
commerce, since which time the latter 
committee handles all railroad legisla­ 
tion. 
There w as n time when Pacific 
railroads m eant something, hut that 
w as yeurs ago. 
Even the chairm an­ 
ships are not Important now. as there 
is a more system atic distribution of 
patronage in the senate. 


Root E n jo y s the Senate. 
When Senator Root first entered the 
senate be seemed Just n little out of 
place. 
l ie w as living up to the sena 
torlal dignity, and he looked rather se­ 
rious. 
But now he has become accli­ 
mated. 
H e has acquired a knowledge 
of the men who serve with him, and 
he takes a keen enjoyment in much 
thut goes on.

Dayton, O , March 27.—That a fierce 
fire which appeared to be sw eeping 
through the hail sunmerged business 
district of Dayton had destroyed the 
Deckel H ouse, where there were sup­ 
posed to be more than 200 flood refu­ 
gees, w as the concensus of opinion of 
scores of w atchers atop the National 
Cash 
R egister building 
nearly 
two I 
m iles from the scene of the flames. 
Investigation 
of the fire at close I 
range w as an utter im possibility. More 
than a m ile of flood water intervened 
betw een the point 
where stanchest 
boats dared to venture and the area 
o f 
the flam es. 
Tracked 
by aid 
of 


the Arcade building and IOO in the 
Y. M. C A. building who are begging 
for water. 
A shortage of provisions was threat­ 
ened when it w as reported many re­ 
lief 
trains, bound 
to 
Dayton 
from 
neighboring cities, had been stopped 
by hieh watpr. 
M essage from the flood’s prisoners 
in the business sections said children 
w ere crying 
for 
milk. while 
their 
elders swooned from thirst that grew 
hourly.

A nother Dam M ay Break. 


A report that a dam above Dayton 
threatened 
to 
break added 
to 
the 
city’s terror. 
If the dam breaks it 
w ill pour in a flood that will hold up 
rescue work for days. 
A m essage from Governor Cox de­ 
clared, “General Ohio national guard 
ordered to hold them selves in instant 
readiness to proceed to Dayton as 
soon as it becom es possible for them 
to enter the city.” 
“I 
understand 
the 
im portance of 
having the m ilitia 
there,” he tele­ 
graphed. 
The first 
trainload 
of 
provisions 
from Cincinnati, together with a de­ 
tail of policem en to help in the rescue 
work, reached here after being tw elve 
hours on the road. 
This with two 
cars from 
Springfield 
relieved 
the 
Immediate suffering. 
Word also was 
received that a carload of supplies 
was on the way from Detroit. 
A number of refugees brought In 
from Simpson street told stories that 
gave an 
insight 
into conditions in 
East Dayton, hitherto unexplored.

victim s declared 
that 
they knew of no loss of life in this 
section, a condition 
brought 
about 
largely by the fa d that a great num­ 
ber of the people had availed them ­ 
selves of w arnings and fled.

Least $100,000,000. 
W hether the scores of refugees sup­ 
posed to have been there tried to e s­ 
cape w as only a matter of conjecture. 
R esidents of Dayton w atching the 
course of the flames from across the 
wide stretch of flood w aters believed 
the Are got its new start in the store 
o f the P atterson Tool and Supply com ­ 
pany on Third street, just east of Jef­ 
ferson, w hence it ate its way west, ap­ 
parently aided by escaping gas and 
exploding chem icals in two w holesale 
drug establishm ents. 


Increases Fears of Thousands. 


The flam es cast a red, weird glow 
over the flood stricken city that added 
to the fears of thousands of refugees 
and marooned persons and led to ap­ 
prehension that there may have been 
many of the w ater’s prisoners in the 
burned buildings. 
Soon afterward notice was posted in 
the 
headquarters of the em ergency 
com m ittee announcing that the city 
w as under martial law and several 
com panies of soldiers arrived 
from 
neighboring Ohio cities. 
The soldiers were employed to pa­ 
trol the edges of the burned district 
and prevent further looting of homes 
which have been freed from the flood’s 
grasp. 
R escue squads worked frantically to 
throw back the veil that hides the 
true story of the Dayton disaster— 
the number of dead. 
The 
arrival of 
motor boats 
gave 
hope that the northern section of the 
city, now cut off by the Big Miami’s 
im passable barrier, may be penetrated 
and then m ay be learned the fate of 
hundreds im prisoned by the torrent 
that poured down from the broken 
reservoir. 


Suffer F ro m Hunger and Fright. 


At least 65,000 persons are im pris­ 
oned in hom es and in buildings. 
It 
is feared their im prisonm ent, with ac­ 
com panying 
hunger and 
fright, has 
caused trem endous suffering. 
The flood cam e with such sudden­ 
ness that food supplies in hom es were 
whisked by the torrent that reached 
to second floors in alm ost the flash of 
an eye. 
Skiffs skirted the edge of 
the flooded district attem pting to take 
food to those whom it was im possible 
to carry off, but the fierce current 
discouragingly retarded this work. 
Dayton was practically cut off from 
wire com m unication until late in the 
afternoon. 
Then two w ires into Cin­ 
cinnati w ere obtained and operators 
plunged into great piles of telegram s 
from Dayton citizens, alm ost frantic 
>i their desire to assure relatives and 
friends outside of their safety. 
Oper­ 
ators at opposite ends of the wires 
reported that thousands of telegram s 
w ere piled up at relay offices. 
These 
w ere from people anxious over the 
fate of Dayton kinsm en. 


Beg Piteously for Food. 


Two oarsm en, who braved the cur­ 
rent that sw irled through the busi­ 
ness section of the city, reported that 
the water at the Algonquin hotel, at 
the southw est corner of Third and 


Tuttle * streets, was fifteen feet deep. 
From w indow s in the hotels and busi­ 
n ess buildings hundreds of the ma­ 
rooned 
begged piteously 
for rescue 
and food. 
The oarsm en said they saw 
no bodies floating on the flood tide, 
but declared that many persons must 
have perished in the w aters’ sudden 
rush through the streets. 
Oarsmen, who worked into the out­ 
skirts of the business section, report­ 
ed that 250 persons are marooned in

GOVERNMENT RUSHES HELP 


Sends Food, T en ts and O ther Supplies 


to Flood Area. 


W ashington, March 27.—The princi­ 
pal functions of the governm ent of 
the United States was to extend re­ 
lief to survivors of the Ohio and In­ 
diana floods. 
In quick 
succession every 
agency 
of the governm ent, from the president 
and secretary of war to every bureau 
chief in whose departm ent relief ex­ 
peditions could be organized, moved 
sw iftly to assist the state authorities 
in providing food, shelter and medical 
attention for the sufferers. 
One million rations, sufficient to feed 
200,000 people for five days at least, 
are being purchased by the war de­ 
partm ent and hurried to the Ohio and 
Indiana towns. 
T ents to shelter at least 50,000 peo­ 
ple, thousands of blankets, cots, hos­ 
pital and 
field 
supplies, 
are being 
loaded in the Philadelphia. Pittsburg, 
St. Louis, Chicago, Fort Thomas, Ky., 
and nearby army 
posts and 
within 
twenty-four hours should 
reach the 
devastated sections.

W ashington. March 27.—I Special, j— 
It may be expected that the Wilson ad­ 
m inistration will reverse a number of 
Republican policies, not only the Chi­ 
nese loan, but the guaranteeing of tile 
finances o f southern republics. 
The 
Dem ocrats criticised the policy often 
and refused to adopt the treaties which 
Secretary Knox negotiated with H on­ 
duras and Nicaragua looking to the 
financing of those countries through a 
New York group of bankers. 
It may be expected that In due tim e 
the W ilson adm inistration will try to 
bring about a reversal of the policy 
heretofore pursued in the Philippines. 
Most of the leading Dem ocrats have 
advocated indei>endenee for the P hilip­ 
pines. and tile party platform s have 
been em phatic along that Hue. 


B rya n ’* Foreign Policy. 
The fact that W illiam J. Bryan has 
been selected secretary of state ought 
to show that the Democratic platforms 
for many years past will govern the 
policy of the new adm inistration in re­ 
gard to our foreign policy. 
Mr. Bryan 
w'rote or suggested nearly everything 
in every platform , save that of 1904, 
aud even then he had much to say 
about i t 
In general it may be said 
that the foreign policy will reverse that 
which has grow n up since the Spanish 
war so far as possible. 
President Wilson will naturally rely 
on his secretary of state for advice on 
foreign questions. 
The president has 
never given much attention to foreign 
mutters, and ills mind has been direct­ 
ed to those affairs w hic ii affect the 
country internally. 
Consequently the 
foreign policy will be largely that fa­ 
vored by Bryan. 


High Sounding Titles. 
Every tim e there is a reorganization 
of the senate there are heard the nam es 
of com m ittees with high sounding ti­ 
tles. but which never again com e to 
the surface until the next reorganiza­ 
tion. 
Here Eire some of them: Addi­ 
tional accomm odations for the library, 
corporations organized in the District 
of Columbia, disj>osltion of useless pa­ 
pers in the executlve^lepnrtm ents, to 
exam ine the several branches of the 
civil service. Five Civilized Tribes, to in­ 
vestigate trespassers on Indian lands. 
Pacific railroads, private land claim s, 
railroads. Revolutionary claim s, stand­ 
ard w eights anil measures, transporta­ 
tion routes to tile seaboard, transpor­ 
tation und sale of meat products, uni­ 
versity of tile United States, M ississip­ 
pi river and Its tributaries and geolog­ 
ical survey. 
No business is ever transacted by any 
of those com m ittees; no bills are re­ 
ferred to them . 
They do not meet, and 
their chairm en are tile older members 
of the m inority party. 


W ere Once Important. 
Many years ago som e of those com ­ 
m ittees were very important. 
Senator 
WIndotn of Minnesota once made trans­ 
portation routes to the seaboard the 
m ost Important com m ittee of the sen­ 
ate and instituted legislation which re­ 
sulted in the interstate commerce law. 
The railroads com m ittee was very im ­ 
portant at one tim e until Senator Cul­ 
lom made an investigation of interstate 
commerce, since which time the latter 
com m ittee handles all railroad legisla­ 
tion. 
There w as a time when Pacific 
railroads meant som ething, but that 
w as years ago. 
Even the chairm an­ 
ships are not important now. as there 
Is a more system atic distribution of 
patronage in the senate. 


Root Enjoys the Senate. 
W hen Senator Root first entered the 
senate he seem ed just a little out of 
pbice. 
He w as living up to the sena­ 
torial dignity, and he looked rather se­ 
rious. 
But now he has become accli­ 
mated. 
H e has acquired a knowledge 
of tile men who serve with him, and 
he takes a keeu enjoym ent in much 
that goes on. 
Ills sense of humor enables him to 
appreciate just flow funny som e of the 
things are which the senate does and 
w hich certain 
senators do 
with 
so 
much solem nity that it m ight be con 
sidereal a serious matter.

Large Death List at Peru. 


A dvices from 
Peru, sent by tele­ 
phone through South Bend, say that 
tw elve bodies were recovered from a 
single house there and insist that the 
largest death figures for that city are 
not exaggerated. 
Peru is the most 
com pletely dem oralized 
city in the 
great flood d istricts in Indiana, but 
Fort 
\Vrayne, 
Izigansport, 
Lafayette 
and Terre 
Haute have 
experienced 
loss of life and great property dam­ 
age, with practically ail public service 
destroyed. 


Indianapolis has a certain loss from 
the great flood expanses along W hite 
river and an inestim able property loss 
in the m ost substantial residence dis­ 
tricts 
through the 
overflow 
of Fall 
creek. 
Three distinct flood districts prevail 
throughout the state, each only a few 
m iles wide, yet sw eeping across the 
entire width of Indiana. 
In the north, 
all 
the tow ns and 
cities along 
the 
W abash and its larger tributaries are 
affected; W hite river sw eeps through 
Central Indiana, with Indianapolis th*! 
greatest 
sufferer; while 
W hitewater 
river drains a valley in the m iddle 
southern portion of the state where 
many 
tow ns and 
smull cities 
have 
been affected. 
Smai ler st ream s throughout the val- 
j leys, all tributary to one or the other 
of the three principal rivers, are sw ol­ 
len and causing more or less dam age. 


Relief W o rk e r* Are Active. 


Flood deaths may never be accurate­ 
ly known and probably it will be sev­ 
eral days before even approxim ately 
correct figures may be obtained. 
Ef­ 
forts of all flood relief workers were 
directed toward rescuing persons still 
in dangerous places and relieving the 
suffering and wants of the hom eless. 
The Peru death list is placed at 
from sixty to 300 still. 
It is generally 
adm itted that at least tw enty have 
perished in W est indianapolis, where 
the flood struck foreign quarters and 
poorer hom es with overw helm ing sud­ 
denness. 
Six deaths were reported 
from Fort W ayne, three from N ew cas­ 
tle, two from 
Lafayette, 
one from 
R ushville, one from Muncie and five 
scattering throughout the state, in ad­ 
dition to indefinite reports of deaths 
in several other places. 
The m ost reliable Information ob­

March 27.— Ohio Is 
experiencing the worst flood in its his­ 
tory 
Many estim ate that the dam age 
to property is the greatest since Gal­ 
veston, Tex., was literally sw ept from 
the map. 
Thousands of persons are impris­ 
oned by the sw ollen waters. 
Although the w aters in som e places 
are reported to be slow ly receding 
there was no im m ediate relief in sight, 
w hile rain continued to descend at 
tim es In a drizzle and more frequently 
in torrents. 
So appalling and, seem ingly, exag­ 
gerated were many of the reports from 
flooded cities and tow ns that they were 
disbelieved 
and 
in 
many 
instances 
wholly disregarded. 
Later reports from the sam e sec­ 
tions, however, many tim es confirmed 
what seem ed to bo wild rumors. 
In 
other cases, reports proved not to be 
correct. 
The various new s agencies of the 
state are laboring under great diffi­ 
culties in obtaining accurate report* 
because of crippled wire facilities. 


R eport* Are Conflicting. 


In many of the flooded district*, 
cities and tow ns are com pletely iso- 
I luted and only rumors can be obtained. 


I T hese cannot be verified until the wa­ 
ters recede sufficiently to perm it a 
restoration of wire and transportation 
service. 
Although reports of distress and dis­ 
aster are com ing in from every sec­ 
tion of the statu the greatest damage 
and loss of life from all reports is at 
Dayton. 
The conditions there beggar 
description.

The lurid lights from burning build­

The people of this city will be 
called upon to vote on one amendment 
at the election on Tuesday next which 
is of vital interest to all and which 
should 
receive the endorsement of 
every voter, .and authorizes the trans­ 
fer annually of $1,600 from the wa­ 
ter and light department to the street 
improvement fund. 
This is the only 
amendment that 
the new 
charter 
commission has been able to get be­ 
fore the people at the coming elec­ 
tion, owing to a lack of time neces­ 
sary for the required 30 day publica- 
t on, ami it v is adopted by the com­ 
mission by a unanimous vote and is 
put up to the voters for their ap­ 
proval at the April 1st election. 
In 
order to adopt the amendment three- 
fifths of the entire vote east must he 
recorded in its favor, and every voter 
should take it upon himself to go on 
record in this matter, 
lf you fail to 
vote on the amendment it is practi­ 
cally a vote against it. 
The follow­ 
ing explanation is taken 
from the 
Brainerd Tribune, whose editor is a 
member of the charter commission, 
and it will he well for everyone to 
post themselves on the matter In ord­ 
er that lie may vote Intelligently and 
for his hest interests: 
"T h e amendment provides that on 
the first day of May of each year an 
amount equal to the interest on the 
water and light bonds of the city of 
Brainerd, and of any other public 
utility bonds of flu* city, held by the 
state of Minnesota, shall he trans­ 
ferred by the city treasurer from the 
fund in his hands belonging to the 
water and light board, or the fund 
belonging to any public utility for 
which said bonds were issued, into a 
special street 
Improvement 
fund, 
which fund will he used solely for the 
purpose of defraying the expense of 
paving, or otherwise improving, the 
crossings and intersections 
of 
the 
streets of the city, and such other
